(To  accompany  S.  3314] 

The  Committee  on^ Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  3314)  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Soil  and  Water  Conservation, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  bill  authorizes  payment  of  the  expenses  of  an  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Soil  and  Water  Conservation.  Such  a  committee  now 
exists,  being  composed  of  18  members  who  serve  without  compensation 
and  pay  their  own  travel  and  subsistence  expenses.  The  Department 
estimates  the  annual  expenses  of  the  committee  at  about  $5,000. 
They  would  continue  to  serve  without  compensation. 

DEPARTMENTAL  VIEWS

Dear  Mr.  President:  There  is  enclosed  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Congress  a  draft  of  a  bill  entitled  “A  bill  to  authorize  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  pay  the  expenses  of  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Soil 
and  Water  Conservation.” 

The  Department  recommends  enactment  of  legislation  along  the 
lines  of  the  enclosed  draft. 

A  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  concerned  either  wholly  or  partially  with  soil-  and  water- 
conservation  problems.  The  Soil  Conservation  Service,  Agricultural 
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Research  Service,  Federal  Extension  Service,  Agricultural  Conser¬ 
vation  Program  Service,  Forest  Service  and  Farmers  Home  Adminis¬ 
tration  all  have  activities  related  to  it  and  other  agencies  of  the 
Department  also  have  interest  in  it. 

Because  of  these  broad  interests  and  activities  of  the  Department, 
there  has  been  established  a  formal  Advisory  Committee  on  Soil  and 
Water  Conservation  to  function  on  a  continuing  basis.  From  this 
Committee  the  Department  is  asking  for  objective  evaluation  and 
constructive  suggestions  for  program  need  and  development,  together 
with  like  consideration  of  the  entire  area  of  soil  and  water  conserva¬ 
tion  as  it  is  affected  by  the  Department’s  work  in  the  discharge  of  its 
directly  or  indirectly  concerned  responsibilities. 

It  is  a  small  working  Committee  of  18  members  representing  a  broad 
range  of  soil-  and  water-conservation  interests  throughout  the  United 
States.  Membership  is  primarily  on  the  basis  of  individual  persons 
with  organizational  affiliation  given  secondary  consideration.  Com¬ 
mittee  members  are  appointed  for  3-year  terms,  with  appointments 
staggered  so  that  one-third  of  the  members  will  be  new  by  appoint¬ 
ment  each  year.  The  Committee  meets  at  least  once  each  year. 

Members  of  this  Committee  serve  without  compensation,  and  at 
the  present  time  the  Department  is  compelled  to  ask  them  to  carry 
the  financial  burden  of  their  travel  costs  and  subsistence  expenses 
while  serving  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

Although  the  Department  believes  that  the  Federal  Government 
should  pay  the  travel  and  subsistence  expenses  of  the  members  of  this 
Committee  while  serving  in  an  advisory  capacity,  it  lacks  the  legal 
authority  for  such  expenditure  of  funds.  The  purpose  of  the  at¬ 
tached  draft  is  to  provide  the  necessary  authority.  It  is  expected  that 
the  annual  expenditure  ordinarily  would  amount  to  about  $5,000. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  soil  and  water  conservation  to  the 
national  economy,  the  significance  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture’s 
activities  in  this  field,  and  the  desirability  of  Advisory  Committee 
membership  not  being  limited  as  a  practical  matter  to  only  those 
individuals  in  position  to  arrange  without  undue  burden  for  the 
expenses  of  serving,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Congress  give  favorable 
consideration  to  this  proposed  legislation. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  proposed  legislation  and  explanatory  letter  to  the 
Congress  for  its  consideration.

I  have  no  objection  to  the  conveyance, 
but  I  believe  that  the  reverter  should  be 
general,  and  should  not  give  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  of  Alaska  the  right  to  hold  the 
lands  for  25  years  for  a  certain  purpose, 
and  then  cease  to  use  them  for  that 
purpose,  without  the  lands  reverting  to 
the  United  States  after  a  period  of  25 
years. 

Mr.  ELLENDER.  As  I  understand,  the 
purpose  of  the  amendment  is  that  if  the 
Territory  of  Alaska  does  not  use  the  land 
for  the  purposes  intended,  even  after  the 
period  of  25  years,  the  land  will  revert  to 
the  United  States. 

Mr.  MORSE.  That  is  correct.

The  city  of  Sit/  wishes  to  transfer  its  inter¬ 
est  to  the  territory,  but  there  is  some 
doubt  as  /o  the  nature  of  the  inter¬ 
est  held  ^ the  city  and  whether  title  would 
revert  bhe  United  States  if  the  city  at¬ 
tempted  to  transfer  the  tract  to  the  Terrl- 
tory./niis  bill  would  clear  up  these  ques¬ 
tion®  by  transferring  the  Interest  of  the 
JJ/nted  States  to  the  Territory,  subject  to 
Iversion  to  the  United  States  if  the  Territory 
^should  attempt  to  transfer  the  tract.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  3314)  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agricultm’e  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Soil  and  Water  Conservation,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment 
and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  pm’pose  of  this  bill  is  to  authorize  payment  of  expenses  of  an 
Advisory  Committee  on  Soil  and  Water  Conservation.  Such  a  com* 
mittee  now  exists,  being  composed  of  18  members  who  serve  without 
compensation  and  pay  their  own  travel  and  subsistence  payments. 
Estimated  annual  cost  is  approximately  $5,000.  The  Committee 
would  continue  to  serve  without  compensation. 

Such  legislation  was  requested  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  an  executive  communication  dated  February  17,  1956.  In  the 
committee,  consideration  was  had  jointly  of  the  Senate  bill  herewith 
reported  and  two  identical  House  bills  (H.  R.  9478  by  Mr.  Cooley 
and  H.  R.  9479  by  Mr.  Hope). 

Following  is  the  text  of  the  Senate  report  setting  out  in  some 
detail  the  need  for  the  legislation: 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  (S.  3314)  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  to  pay  the  expenses  of  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Soil 
and  Water  Conservation,  having  considered  the  same,  report 
thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  without 
amendment. 

This  bill  authorizes  payment  of  the  expenses  of  an  Advisory 
Committee  on  Soil  and  Water  Conservation.  Such  a  com¬ 
mittee  now  exists,  being  composed  of  18  members  who  serve 
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without  compensation  and  pay  their  owm  travel  and  sub¬ 
sistence  expenses.  The  Department  estimates  the  annual 
expenses  of  the  committee  at  about  $5,000.  They  woidd 
continue  to  serve  w^ithout  compensation.

Dear  Mr.  President:  There  is  enclosed  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  Congress  a  draft  of  a  bill  entitled  “A  bill  to  au¬ 
thorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
an  Advisory  Committee  on  Soil  and  Water  Conservation. 

The  Department  recommends  enactment  of  legislation 
along  the  lines  of  the  enclosed  draft. 

A  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  is  concerned  either  wholly  or  partially  w^ith  soil- 
and  water-conservation  problems.  The  Soil  Conservation 
Service,  Agricultural  Research  Service,  Federal  Extension 
Service,  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  Service,  Forest 
Service  and  Farmers  Home  Administration  all  have  activities 
related  to  it  and  other  agencies  of  the  Department  also  have 

interest  in  it.  ,  •  •  •  r 

Because  of  these  broad  interests  and  activities  ol  the 
Department,  there  has  been  established  a  formal  Advisory 
Committee  on  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  to  function  on  a 
continuing  basis.  From  the  Committee  the  Department  is 
asking  for  objective  evaluation  and  constructive  suggestions 
for  program  need  and  development,  together  with  like 
consideration  of  the  entire  area  of  soil  and  water  conserva¬ 
tion  as  it  is  affected  by  the  Department’s  work  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  its  directly  or  indirectly  concerned  responsibilites. 

It  is  a  small  w^orking  Committee  of  18  members  repre¬ 
senting  a  broad  range  of  soil-  and  water -conservation  interests 
throughout  the  United  States.  Membership  is  primarily  on 
the  basis  of  individual  persons  with  organizational  affiliation 
given  secondary  consideration.  Committee  members  are 
appointed  for  3-year  terms,  with  appointments  staggered  so 
that  one-third  of  the  members  wdl  be  new  by  appointment 
'  each  year.  The  Committee  meets  at  least  once  each  year. 

Members  of  this  Committee  serve  without  compensation, 
and  at  the  present  time  the  Department  is  compelled  to  ask 
them  to  carry  the  financial  burden  of  their  travel  costs  and 
subsistence  expenses  while  serving  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

Although  the  Department  believes  that  the  Federal 
Government  should  pay  the  travel  and  subsistence  expenses 
of  the  members  of  this  Committee  while  serving  in  an 
advisory  capacity,  it,  lacks  the  legal  authority  for  such 
.  expenditure  of  funds.  The  purpose  of  the  attached  draft 
is  tp, provide  the  necessary  authority.  It  is  pxpected  that 
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the  annual  expenditure  ordinarily  would  amount  to  about 
$5,000. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  soil  and  water  conservation 
to  the  national  economy,  the  significance  of  the  Department 
of  Agricultirre’s  activities  in  this  field,  and  the  desirability  of 
Advisory  Committee  membership  not  being  limited  as  a 
practical  matter  to  only  those  individuals  in  position  to 
arrange  without  imdue  burden  for  the  expenses  of  serving,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  Congress  give  favorable  consider¬ 
ation  to  this  proposed  legislation. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection 
to  the  submission  of  this  proposed  legislation  and  explanatory 
letter  to  the  Congress  for  its  consideration.

Ev^  since  coming  to  Congress  10 
years  aeo,  Mr.  Speaker,  I  have  been 
greatly  \oncerned  with  the  problems 
facing  th^lder  citizens  of  our  Nation. 
The  proble\  of  old  age  is  one  of  the 
most  serious  ^cing  us  today.  The  poet 
Browning  wroN  the  famous  line,  “Grow 
old  along  with  me,  the  best  is  yet  to  be,” 
but  if  we  were  to  I^k  at  hard,  cold  facts 
today  we  could  sN  that  growing  old 
brings  on  problemsNand  complications 
which  would  test  thNstrength  of  the 
youngest  and  strongest\f  us  much  less 
that  of  the  older  person. 

The  problem  of  old  age  J!$^f  national 
concern.  It  touches  each  o^us,  young 
and  old  alike.  Consider  for  \  moment 
that  since  1900  the  number  oi\persons 
over  65  has  quadrupled  while  tn^otal 
population  has  only  doubled,  ^rom 
1947  to  1952  the  population  aged  65\nd 
over,  increased  an  almost  unbelievable 
17  percent  while  the  total  population  i 
that  same  time  increased  only  5  percent 
By  1975  there  will  be  more  than  20  mil¬ 
lion  Americans  65  and  over.  There  are 
over  14  million  today,  and  the  average 
income  for  a  man  and  his  wife  over  65 
today — one  of  the  14  million — is  only 
$1,500.  Their  average  savings  are  less 
than  $500.  Millions  of  old  folks,  Mr. 
Speaker,  living  on  such  pitifully  small  in¬ 
comes  in  these  days  of  high  costs  of 
living.  The  situation  is  becoming,  if  it 
isn’t  already,  a  national  disgrace. 

During  the  last  50  years,  our  national 
economy  has  moved  from  one  based 
primarily  upon  agriculture  to  one  of 
huge  industrialization,  creating  many 
new  and  unanticipated  social  problems, 
particularly  with  respect  to  our  older 
persons  who  are  being  shunted  more  and 
more  to  an  insecure,  dependent  and 
much  too  hopeless  and  helpless  a  posi¬ 
tion  in  our  society.  Tliey  are  being  de¬ 
prived  of  work  because  of  their  age  and 
being  forced  to  retire  prematurely  when 
they  have  good,  active  years  ahead  of 
them.  As  a  result,  many  of  our  older 
people  have  inadequate  financial  re¬ 
sources  to  maintain  themselves  and 
their  families  as  independent  and  self 
respecting  members  of  their  commu: 
ties,  are  unable  to  find  adequate  hos¬ 
ing  for  themselves  and  their  farnifies, 
are  confronted  with  disabling  Wealth 
and  medical  problems,  are  dr^n  by 
frustration  and  despair  to  prii^te  and 
public  mental  institutions  axA  general 
hospitals,  and  are  placed  ij/i  increasing 
numbers  on  old-age  assis^nce  rolls. 

Because  of  the  enorm^  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  even  further  impi^vements  in  the 
social  security  systeni^ould  be  enacted. 
The  program  in  oi^ation  today  is  not 
designed  to  adeqi^tely  assist  the  Na¬ 
tion’s  older,  disabled,  and  dependent 
citizens.  Basicifily  we  are  still  operat¬ 
ing  under  a  B>S5  law  trying  to  solve  the 
social  securi^  problems  of  1956.  We  do 
all  in  our  jmwer  to  modernize  our  laws 
calling  f^  highway  construction,  de¬ 
fense  Measures,  and  countless  others, 
yet  wl^n  it  comes  to  the  field  of  social 
welf»e  and  social  security  we  seem  sat- 
isfi^  with  things  the  way  they  are.  It 
ig^o  more  logical  to  put  the  tremendous 


traffic  of  today  on  the  roads  of  1920  than 
it  is  to  .try  to  solve  the  problem  of  today’s 
aged  and  disabled  with  programs  de¬ 
veloped  two  decades  ago.  Pi’esent  law 
just  is  not  designed  to  solve  the  tre¬ 
mendous  pi’oblem  confronting  us  today. 

For  instance,  lowering  the  age  at  which 
women  become  eligible  for  benefits  as 
provided  in  H.  R.  7225,  while  it  is  a 
significant  improvement  over  existing 
law,  does  not  go  far  enough.  Ever  since 
coming  to  Congress  I  have  urged  that 
the  retirement  age  in  general,  for  men 
and  women  alike,  be  lowered  to  age  60. 
I  have  introduced  a  bill,  H.  R.  4471,  with 
such  a  provision.  I  hope  the  day  is  not 
too  far  off  when  we  truly  face  up  to  the 
problem  and  lower  the  retirement  age 
to  60  for  everyone. 

Allowing  disabled  persons  to  obtain 
benefits  at  age  50,  another  provision  of 
H.  R.  7225,  is  a  fine,  progressive  improve¬ 
ment  in  present  law.  It  is  estimated  that 
in  the  first  year  of  operation  disability 
insurance  benefits  will  be  payable  to 
about  250,000  workers,  amounting  to 
$200  million  in  benefits.  Under  the  cour- 
eous  leadership  of  Senator  Waltk 
ORGE  this  provision  was  retained 
thN^Senate  version  of  the  bill  in/the 
faceVf  determined  opposition  frooi  the 
admirastration  and  an  almost  sol^  bloc 
of  Republican  votes  against  iy  Actu¬ 
ally,  oneSbould  ask  himself  ^hy  must 
there  be  \  disability  age  l^it  at  all. 
When  a  per^n  becomes  to^ly  disabled, 
bedridden,  aiN  unable  to  Jivork,  he  is  de¬ 
serving  of  assignee.  What  we  seem  to 
be  saying  in  H.  I^722^s  that  a  disabled 
person  over  50  neea^elp,  but  a  disabled 
person  under  50  can>Gke  care  of  himself. 
Such  is  not  the  ca^,  ^d  everyone  knows 
it.  Yet  the  so^ion  N  the  problem  is 
shackled  withy^is  com^tely  unrealis¬ 
tic  age  requi^ment.  DiNbled  persons 
of  whateveyuge  need  and  observe  social 
security  ^erage  and  until  Njch  is  the 
case,  -wy  will  not  be  adequ^ly  dis- 
chargi^  our  duties  to  them,  ^y  bill, 
H.  Ry4471,  would  entitled  a  disable^per- 
son>to  assistance  at  any  age,  and  \am 
pissed  to  see  such  able  leaders  as  Se^- 
r  George,  of  Georgia,  take  a  simili 
tand  on  this  issue. 

I  was  extremely  pleased  to  see  cover¬ 
age  extended  to  over  250,000  self-em¬ 
ployed  individuals  and  their  families 
under  H.  R.  7225.  This, -again,  is  a  great 
improvement  and  one  I  have  long  striven 
for.  But  we  see  once  more  the  piece¬ 
meal  approach  to  the  problem.  The  real 
solution  is  to  extend  coverage  to  all  per¬ 
sons — to  enact  a  truly  overall  and  com¬ 
prehensive  social  security  program  for 
all  today  and  not  wait  another  few  years 
to  make  a  change  here  and  a  change 
there.  The  problem  exists  right  now. 
We  should  not  postpone  the  solution 
which  we  know  to  exist.  Every  moment 
lost  just  adds  to  the  misery  and  tragedy 
of  many  of  our  older  and  disabled 
citizens.  As  Secretary  of  Health,  Edu¬ 
cation,  and  Welfare  Folsom  has  said, 
“Social  legislation  must  change  with 
changing  social  and  economic  condi¬ 
tions.”  These  are  fine  sentiments,  but 
we  do  not  seem  to  be  living  up  to  them. 

Apparently  there  are  those  who  think 
we  are  unable  to  afford,  from  a  financial 
standpoint,  to  take  such  a  step  toward 


the  solution  of  the  problem.  Is  it  pos 
sible  that  a  nation  as  rich  as  ours  caniirot 
afford  to  provide  security  both  fina^ial 
and  social  to  its  older  citizensr  who 
helped  make  it  as  rich  and  greatyiis  it  is? 
I  cannot  believe  that  such  is  >^e  case. 
Headlines  blare  out  the  goo(^ews  -that 
our  economy  is  approach^  the  $400 
billion  mark.  But  how  mu^  publicity  is 
given  the  fact  that  nearl^ three-fourths 
of  all  Americans  oveiy^  years  of  age 
either  have  no  income  of  their  own  or 
receive  less  than  $1^0  a  year?  This  is 
a  sad  commentauy  on  our  economy. 
While  storage  Wfis  burst  with  surplus 
food,  many  of  ^ese  older  folks  actually 
live  on  margi^l  or  submarginal  levels. 
I  am  convi^ed  that  our  economy  can 
withstand yttie  expense  of  a  real  social 
security  ^stem. 

In  oi^r  for  this  Nation  to  continue  to 
mainf^n  the  kind  of  liberty  and  freedom 
we  ya,\e  become  accustomed  to,  Mr, 
S^ker,  the  Government  must  partici- 
Vyte  in  programs  which  provide  security 
or  the  individual  against  risks  over 
which  he  has  no  control.  It  is  not  a 
negative  concept  of  liberty  or  freedom 
which  gives  us  our  individual  and  col¬ 
lective  strength,  but  rather  the  more  pos¬ 
itive  approach  involving  the  existence  of 
those  economic  and  social  conditions 
necessary  to  enjoy  the  good  life,  and  to 
exercise  the  privileges  of  free  speech, 
press,  and  citizenship.  We  all  know  that 
a  man  who  is  unemployed,  for  instance, 
is  far  from  free — that  to  him  freedom  is 
a  hollow  word  hedged  about  with  the 
misery  which  accompanies  poverty  and 
insecurity.  By  the  same  token  we  know 
that  our  old  folks  who  live  on  a  miserly 
old-age  assistance  pension  are  not  really 
free  and  able  to  eirjoy  the  liberties  and 
rights  which  our  form  of  government 
provides.  Such  problems  as  these  led 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  to  observe  that 
“in  order  to  preserve  our  democratic  in¬ 
stitutions  we  need  to  prove  that  the  prac¬ 
tical  operation  of  democratic  govern¬ 
ment  is  equal  to  the  task  of  protecting 
the  security  of  the  people.”  One  group 
in  America,  Mr.  Speaker,  sorely  in  need 
of  help  in  protecting  such  security  is  our 
older  and  disabled  citizens.  We  must  all 
be  aware  that  millions  of  them  have  been 
atching  and  waiting  to  see  whether  this 
Congress  would  accept  its  responsibilities 
ana^nact  legislation  truly  beneficial  and 
helpful  to  the  older  folks.  Some  prog¬ 
ress,  indeed  great  progress  has  been 
made  wito  the  enactment  of  H.  R.  7225. 
But  we  s^puld  not  stop  here.  Having 
made  sucl^xcellent  progress  this  year 
I  am  confid«!^t  that  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  we  wil^ee  the  dream  of  a  truly 
comprehensive Vnd  adequate  social-se¬ 
curity  program  Become  a  reality. 

Mr.  IBpeaker,  it  is  my  pur¬ 
pose  to  support  the  Moption  of  the  con¬ 
ference  report  on  om  social-security 
amendments  of  1956,  HVR.  7225,  and  in 
doing  so  would  like  to\commend  the 
House  conferees  in  the  ^rk  they  did 
with  the  Senate  conferees  \n  this  im¬ 
portant  and  meritorious  legislation. 

It  is  my  view  that  within  th^Umits  of 
the  matters  germane  to  the  con^rence 
a  very  desirable  bill  has  been 
back  to  the  House  of  Representatives 
final  approval.

To  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  pay  the  expenses  of  aii  Advisory 
Committee  on  Soil  ajid  Water  Conservation. 


Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep-resentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled,  That  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  pay  expenses  of  an  Advisory  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  and  related  matters,  but  such 
Committee  members  (other  than  ex  officio  members)  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  employees  of  the  United  States  and  shall  not  receive 
compensation. 

Approved  August  3,  1956. 
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
